A TERRIBLE EXPLOSION! 


A meal n u i at Chioave Btowa «p.- 
Tltree JKenona KUie« aat« » 
Nuiuber Inlvred. 


Chicago, Dec. 11.—Three men are 
known to have been killed, one fatally 
injured and a number badly bruised and 
shaken up, early this morning by an 
explosion of meal dust, which complete- 
ly wrecked the three-story brick build- 
ing on North Halstead street occupied 
by David Oliver as an oat meal mill. 
Several buildings adjoining were also 
badly shattered. 
The whole place was a 
mass of flames in a few minutes and the 
fire sprèad with increased rapidity. It 
was nearly two hours before the flames 
were under control. 


After some time, John Holmes, a mill^ 
er, was found lying in an alley, across 
the street fiom the mill, terribly burned 
and lacerated. 
He was working in the 
second story of the mill when the ex- 
plosion occurred and was hurled 
through thè window across tìie street. 
He can not live. 
No trace could iM 
found of the other three men, Charlies 
Miller, Charles Cooper and John Smith. 
It is believed their bodies were buried 
in the debris. 


The persons asleep in the buildings 
adjacent were thrown out of their beds 
by the force of the explosion, and most 
of them were more or less injured dur- 
ing the bombardment of bricks and other 
debris. 


The losses will aggregate about $150,- 
000. 
The loss on the mill is about $76,- 
000. ' Jacob Press, the owner of a plim- 
ing mill, loses about $50,000. 


Abouii xu :30 this morning, the exca- 
vating party discovered the body of a 
man sup^XHsed to be Engineer Miller. 
His face could not be recognized. The 
unfortunate man had been blown from 
the engine room to the drive way. 


The boilers are intact. 
Police say 
there is no evidence of the use of dyna- 
mite and it is now considered certain 
that the mill dust was the material that 
exploded. 
For blocks around, in all di- 
rections, the window glass wns shivered 
into atoms. 
The noise made by the ex- 
plosion was so great that people a mile 
away were awakened and ran out on the 
street in their night d o t h ^ 
At the 
Desplaines street station, three blocks 
distant, an iron bunk was turned over. 


HaiìIFax, Dec. 11.—At a fire last 
night in Deputy Warden Keef's quarters 
in Dorchester penitentiary, the deputy 
warden was suffocatcd. His wife had 
narrow escape.

A P R O V l » S T A T B . 


Just seventy-two years ago to-day In- 
diana bowed herself into the union of 
states, and no truer or better common- 
wealth was ever admitted to the sister- 
hood. 
In all these years the Hoosier 
state has been apace of the times, and 
to-day she stands as proud as the proud- 
est. Just trace her history briefly. In- 
diana was admitted to the Union as a 
state December 11, 1816. 
Three years 
before this the capital had been remov- 
ed from Vincennes to Corydon, and in 
1825 the seat of the government was 
transferred to the center of the state and 
the new capital, Indianapolis, was laid 
out. 
The state was not able to com- 
plete its new capitol till 1835. 
This 
building was destroyed in 1877 to make 
way for the magnificent structuie finish- 
ed in 1887, at a cost of $2,000,000. In 
1810 the population of the state was 24,- 
520; in 1880 it had reached 1,343,031, 
and its growth since that time has 
been 
equally 
rapid. 
Every 
indication goes to show an actual popu 
lation of nearly 2,500,000. 
In the war 
of 1812 and that with Mexico, Indiana 
bore an honorable part, and in the late 
civil war no state in the union did so 
much in proiwrtion to her population as 
the state of Indiana, and the gallantly 
of her troops and the patriotism of her 
people became proverbial throughout 
the states.. No state in the union has, 
in proportion to population or wealth, 
done so much for popular education. 
There is a building for a free school to 
every three square miles of territory. 
Every city,town or village has its high or 
graded school. 
Fifteen colleges and 
universities, six normal schools and one 
polytechnic school, afford opiK>rtuuities 
for higher education. 
The permanent 
school fund of the state amounts in 
round numbers to $10,000,000, and the 
annual expenditure for school purposes 
to $5,000,000. The state supports, also, 
benevolent and 
scholastic institution 
for the blind and for the deaf and 
dumb, at Indianapolis, a soldiers' 
orphans' home apd school at Knights- 
town, a home for the feeble-minded, a 
reformatory for women and girls, two 
state prisons and four hospitals for the 
insane. 
The public and educational 
libraries in the state are about 6,000 in 
number, and contain, in round numbers, 
2,000,000 volumes. 
The industrial de- 
relopments ci our state since the war 
IiM been rapid. No state has more 
inHea of railway in jmiportion to terri- 
tory. In mines and manufactures, in 
agrunilture and ooanmeroe as hi the in- 
crease of general iuteUigeoce and cul- 
ture among her citizens, Lidiflnaisfsat 
reaching a ponticm that promises for 
«he'state aadlier inhiMtaiitB «bright 
•nd proepefovu fdtore.

Hero is fte metro|K>liB of a vast re- 
gion, thrifty and enterprising—a pleas- 
ant litiile ciiy. 
The high, well drained 
site, the pure air, the healthy moral 
tone, the g n ^ ^ g importance and op- 
portunities of the town make it a desira- 
ble place of residence. 
And the people 
who know it best have concluded to stay, 
if one may judge by the preparations 
they have made and ure making to that 
end. 
On all sides comfortable and ele- 
gant homes are being built 
Lebanon 
has never had a "boom" and I don't 
know that her people want one, but the 
symptoms are getting serious, of course. 


Somebody must bore into this ridge 
to see what there is in it, and one of the 
"finds" is a remarkable well of mineral 
water with many valuable -properties 
and withal strongly magnetic. 
Already 
the fame of this water is on the wing 
and a boom is liable to break out any 
time now, but while 
the re- 
port of this water and its value 
may 
be the means of calling 
attention to tlie town, its impoiliance, 
comes from its being the depot for many 
counties besides its own. 
Tons of 
freight are sent off daily by wagons into 
Camden, Hickory, Dallas, Wright and 
Texas counties; and most of their out- 
going commerce comes to this point. 


The greatest variety of surface and 
production mark this region. There are 
rough, bushy tracts, and flinty ridges, 
and scruby forests; but the area is very 
trifling compared with that which is of a 
vastly different character. 
The valleys 
afford as fine corn land as lays out 
doors. Grass in abundance clothes the 
plateaus and small prairies scattered 
over these cotmties, and whenever the 
native pastures are closely cropped and 
compacted by the trampling of herds, 
the king of grasses—the Kentucky blue 
grass—asserts its sway tuid takes ix>s- 
session. 
Even the brushy land, which 
is easily cleared and subdued, makes 
capital grain and gi-ass farms. You cau 
see the proof of this everywhere. Men 
who 
have tired of the shelterless- 
ness of distinctively pi-aiiie countries, 
north and west have found ample en- 
couragement to transfer their agricul- 
tural operations to this region. 
This is 
a land of springs, some of them famous. 
In Camden county is Gunter's big 
spring, bursting from a rocky bluff and 
flowing off in a strong stream, fifty or 
sixty feet wide and three or four feet 
deep, and clear as water can be. In 
LaClede 
county 
there is Bennett's 
spring, rising in a secluded valley and 
fiowing away a river, 126 feet wide and 
two feet deep, pouring out about 11,- 
000,000 cubic feet of water per day. 
These are the l>ig ones and there are 
multitudes of lesser ones, and so the 
streams are clear and sparkling. No 
purer waters flow under the sun. 


The climate is mild; the winters are 
short; the summer heat never excessive; 
the rainfall ample (at this writing too 
ample for me), and most evenly dis- 
tributed through the year. 


Dairymen are finding out the combin- 
ation of advantages offered to their busi- 
ness by this country. 
Many are here 
now and more will be soon. 


And orchards are multiplying rapidly, 
for the horticulturist has learned that 
this is the place he was looking for, 
southwest Missouri has already made a 
name for itself in this regard. The 
fruit exhibit from this part of the state, 
was a striking feature of the St. Louis 
exposition this year. 
The test has been 
mado and the value of this section 
proved, and its promises to the orchard- 
ist fulfilled, securely pledges the futuie. 


Many changes in the make up of com- 
munities are taking ]>lac^ 
New men 
are already on the old faims and new 
farms are constantly being 
opened. 
Fine 
neighborhoods 
are being de- 
veloped. 
People of all religious de- 
nominations are gathering about Le- 
banon, with a specially strong element 
of United Presbyterians. 


A few miles south is the settlement of 
Moravians. 
An influential man of this 
neightx>rhood, is the chief consulting 
engineer of tlie Union Pacific railway, 
who has established his home in t l ^ 
county, built a fine house and spent a 
gpreat deal of money improving his es- 
tate. Around him have gathered his 
sons and daughters and liis coreligion- 
ists. 
Even now the blossoming of the 
wilderness has begun. 


These are only samples. Such com- 
munities are no longer rare, and there is 
room for many more of them. The 
land will bear them and will attract them 
when once it is known. 


We will return sometime to see how it 
turns out. And now we take the bock 
track. 
From St. Louis eastward the 
Wabash route is good enough for any- 
body. A good road passing through 
fine country and bright, vigorous towns 
it will always be a favorite line. Mr. Mc-

Southeaaleiii Oregon is almost » 
terra incognita yet, except io cattlemen, 
swamp land grabbers, and people of that 
ilk, says the Portland Oregonian. Jn 
tiie- nnmerons lawsuits betwéén swamp 
land men and settlers who have taken 
up claims on the alleged swamp lands, 
there have been many instances of per- 
sons swearing in direct opposition to 
others in regard to the character of 
land which would lead unbiased per- 
sons to suppose that flat perjury had 
been committed. 


There may have been no idea or in 
tention on the part of any of the wit< 
nesses to testify falsely in these cases, 
as the following will show: 


Warner Lake, in Southeastern Ore« 
gon, is a shallow body of water cover- 
ing a large amount of land. It is di- 
vided by low ridges of land into three or 
four divisions. L u t year a gentleman 
cruising through that country found one 
of these divisions to be a lake eight 
milos long and four miles wide, and 
from four to five feet deep. This sum- 
mer the same gentleman visited that 
section and found this lake totally dry 
and drove his team across it without 
trouble. He is now prepared to swear 
that the site of the lake is suitable for 
cultivation, whereas last year he would 
have sworn with a clear conscience that 
there was a lake there. 


Last year Iklr. Neil had a contract to 
make a survey of the meander line of 
Warner Lake, which he did, and this 
year Mr. Martin, a Government inspec- 
tor of surveys, visited Warner Lake to 
inspect the surveying done by Mr. Neil. 
He fotmd the work all right, but it did 
not conform to the water line in that 
part of the lake above mentioned. 


Responsible parties who were at the 
lake when Mr. Neil made his meander 
confirmed its truthfuUness as to the 
water line when it was made, and Mr. 
Martin became convinced by their testi- 
mony that a wonderful change had 
taken place. 


The probable cause of the disap- 
pearance of this large body of water is 
the light fall of snow in that section for 
several years past, as all the lakes in 
that section are lower than ever before 
since the settlement of the country. 


It will hardly be safe to settle on the 
bottom of a dried-uplake or close to low- 
water «nark, as in case of a long, hard 
winter, with a great fall of snow and 
late rains in the spring these lakes will 
likely expand themselves to their orig- 
inal size. 


The fact that the lakes in that sec- 
tion are of this character is probably 
the cause of all the trouble and misun- 
deistandinsr in reeard to swamt> lands.

Thyme, rosem.iL*y, 
and lavender are usually side-producs>s, 
grown by farmers of the grape and olivt, 
who d i s ^ ^ m them inferior essences, 
which are used to diluto and adult«rate 
those of superior quality. 
According 
Consul Mason, of Mfuseilles, the bei 
situations for growing perfume flower» 
are at altitudes of from 500 to 2,000 
feet. Flowers grown on such elevated 
positions are said to be ?ioher in pei 
fume than similar varieties that bLoon 
in valleys and lowlands. 
The plan^-a- 
tions want to be provided with a so.l 
rich in calcareous elements, an ^ to be 
sheltered from cold w'nds. 
The Tain- 
fall being scanty, irrigation isnecess Nry. 
All fancy and "improved" varieties li 
flowers are discarded, and the naturae 
simple, old-fashioned kinds alone are 
grown. Middlemen go through the 
flower districts every day during the 
season, and deliver the flowers to the 
distillers while they are yet fresh and 
crisp. The manufacture of perfumes 
includes the making ot pompades and 
oils by the process of absorption, and of 
essences and essential oils by distill 
tion.—Popular Science 
Monthly.
